German Voters 
Rebuff Right 
And Leftists 


FRANKFURT, Germany 
—Western Germany's conservative 
parties moved today toward a 
coalition which would commit the 
new republic to the free enter- 
prise system during the next four 
years. 

Those parties emerged in the 
strongest position in yesterday’s 
parliamentary election—the first 
free balloting of 
Hitler took over in 1933. 

The voters rebuffed both the 
Communists and the extreme right 
pro-Nazi groups. The social Demo- 
crats (Socialists) ranked second 
in the popular vote. Control of 
the government, however, is ex- 
pected to 
socialist parties. 

Boosts Chances 

The outcome of the election was 
believed to have boosted materially 
Western Germany's chances for 
membership in the new 12-nation 
council of Europe, in session in

Just before leaving for his summer teaching junket at 
Harvard, Upland City Planning Consultant Charles Eliot gave 
a roundup of what has been done in Upiand and what might 
be done in the way of better city planning. 





Down among the items on his list was the suggestion 
that Upland in some way make its shopping district more 
distinctive; find some way to make it an outstanding area. 


The idea went across the table to the planning commis- 
sioners who mulled it over, suggested the planting of some 
trees and then apparently let it drop.. 


Though we realize that Upland is somewhat behind other 
southern California communities in catching up on its zoning 
of areas and straightening out of lots, alleys, streets etc. we 
cannot help but feel that this was a long-range idea that the 
commission has apparently let fall by the wayside. 


Too often a planning commission will get so embroiled 
in the technicalities of zoning that its members forget the in- 
tent of the commission is not just to act as a quasi-judicial 
body but to also do some constructive, long range planning. 


What can make Upland’s shopping district distinctive? 
Trees, someone suggests. Yes, but a place called Ontario 
has Euclid Avenue. No. Ontario got there first on that one. 


Someone up Santa Rosa way had an idea that might do 
the trick for Upland. Santa Rosa on Friday and Saturday 
of each week now has “Fruit Fair’ where large surpluses of 
apples are sold along with other fruits grown in the area.
